Dear Sir, 

This letter comes to you from 
the heart of London. Whatever 
your own difficulties at the mom- 
ent — and I know they must be 
many—I want you please to spare 
just a few minutes to read about 
a tragedy that has befallen the 
greatest hospital for Sick Children 
in the world, ‘ 

You may have read in the papers 
that a Children’s Hospital in Cen- 
tral London had been bombed. 
That Hospital was the Hospital for 
Sick Children at Great Ormond 
Street. 

For years men and women had 
toiled devotedly) and unceasingly 
to rebuild this famous Children’s 
‘Hospital. ‘The greater part of a 
beautiful modern building had 
been completed at a cost of over 
350,000 pounds. Then, in the night, 
came the bombs. 

Doctors and Nurses and the Hos- 
pital Staff fought a fire the flames 
of which roared into the air. They 
battled through the roaring floods 
shoulder deep from the burst water 
mains. Every baby in the Hospital 
was saved, By a miracle not a 
single little life was lost. 

The wreckage remains — and 
amid that. wreckage the hospital 
that has never closed its doors 
since the day it was first opened 
in 1852, carries on.

On behalf of the children who 
have been so outrageously wrong- 
cd—~on behalf, too, of those won- 
derful men and women of the 
Hospital Staff who, through flame 
and flood and fury carried their 
little charges to safety—I appeal 
to you to help, 

In your position I know only 
too well that you have many ap- 
peals that may seem to make a 
more immediate claim upon you. 
Far be it from me to ask for your 
help at the expense of any local 
charity—but I do ask you to look 
upon this very urgent appeal as 
something quite apart. For child- 
ren— are in a special sense the 
responsibility of every one of us. 
They are, too, the coming genera- 
tion—the men and women of the 
future to whom, when victory 
comes, we must look to build a 
better and safer world. 

When I tell you that our Hospi- 
tal is 175,000 pounds on the wrong 
side and that war or no war this 
debt must be paid off, you will 
appreciate this tremendously diff- 
cult task with which I am faced. 

The work of the Hospital for 
Sick Children is world-wide—our 
tiny patients come to it from every 
corner of the Empire and the doc- 
tors and nurses who are trained 
here go forth on their missions 
of healing all over our own country 
and to countries beyond the esas. 

Many of the little ones who 
come to us are the children of 
those grand men who are fighting 
to defend our Empire and our 
Liberty, To help now is to earn 
their undying gratitude. Your as- 
sistance now will give us the as- 


surance that one day — and may ~ 


that day come soon—the Angel of 
Mercy Shall again beckon Kittle 
children where ithe |desfroyjng 
angel has just been. 

I would be so very much appre- 
ciated if you would arrange for a

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“Hitler Opens Fire” 


(Editorial from the New York Times) 

Though the Congress of the United States voluntarily sur- 
rendered the historic American right of freedom of the seas, by forbid- 
ding American ships to enter “combat zones” in time of war, we oy 
find that this act of self-abnegation hag not purchased us immunity 
from Hitler’s guns. On the unimpeachable authority of our State | 
Department it has been etsablished that the steamship Robin paca ines} 
sunk deliberately by a German submarine whose commander’ was ully | 
aware that the vessel was American. She was not sunk in any egerrey sy 
zone’, but on the highways of the broad Atlantic, She was sunk while | 
engaged in lawful trade. She was carrying no mynitjons, She Was | 
bound on a voyage which was entirely proper under the terms of Our | 
self-imposed Neutrality Act. But the Atlantic ts her graye, and pre- | 
sumably the grave of the greater part of her passengers and crew, |

bia aaa What possible explanation can the Nazis give that wal | 
satisfy the Government and People of the United States? They can | 
say—as they have sald on so many other similar occasions, and ark 
again saying it now—first that they didn’t do it, and second, that if] 
they did, it must have been alright. In other words, they are rere} 
despite first-hand official evidence to the contrary, that it is to ‘ot 
“strongly doubted" whether a German submarine was guilty of this 
action, but that, if “by any chance” this wag the case, then it can. Be 
“said with certainty” that the U-boat commander acted according to 
international law. 

What do they mea: by wis? They mean that they claim the right | 
to use submarines to sink any vessei, anywhere at sea, that is carry- | 
ing what their governmen! describes as “conir2»and.” But our Gov- 
ernment has never recognized this claim. It was our contention, dur- 
ing the last \war, when another German Government sank our ships, 
that the use of submarines for the purpose of blockading contraband 
“is, of necessity, because of the very character of the vessels employed 
and the methods of attack which their employment involved, utterly: 
incompatable with the principles of humanity’ and of internationag 
law, ‘To this position our Government held consistenly. And it was 
Germany’s defiahee of this position, and its challenge to our rights at 
sea, that was the direct cause of our entrance into the World War. 

Moreover, there are more recent, and still more explicit, 
facts to be remembered. Twelve years after the World War the Chiet 
Naval Powers signed a treaty at London defining the status of sub- 
marines in time of war. In this treaty they declared that a submarine 
“may not sink or render incapable of navigation a merchant vessel! 
without having first placed passengers, crew and ship's papers: in a 
place of safety,” and that “ for this purpose the ship's boats are not 
1egarded as a place of safety unless the safety of the passengers and 
crew is assured, in the existing sca and weather conditions, by the prox- 


imity of land cr the presence of another vessel which is in a position: 
to take them on beard.”

To this agreement, the German Government of Adolf Hitler 
freely and of its own violation gave its adherence on November 23rd, 
1936. It was von Ribbentrop himself who “most respectfully declared 
that the German Government accepts the regulations restated above 
and accepts them as binding upon it from today.” 

Hew “binding” is a German promise? It cannot possibly: 
be contended that the safety cf passengers and crew was assured “by 
proximity. of land,” for the Robin Moor was sunk 700 miles at sea. 

The plain fact, once more driven home, is that a promise 
of the German Government is not worth the paper it is written on. 
Hitler has fired his first shot at an American-flag ship. In our own 


defense it is high time to arm our ships and give them the protection 
of our Navy.

Its quartermaster, Tqusaka Nichida, was arrested 
by United States treasu'y department agents on a charge of violating 
the National Defence Act... It seems that on June 8th Mr. Nichida took 
a trip to Aberdeen, Washington, where he called on all the drug stores 
and purchased all available stocks of mercury. He managed to buy 
eight pounds of that commodity, a vital necessity in armament produc- 
tion, but this was confiscated by the United States agents.
